You 
still have the balance of March to close regular ordinary and get it issued in time 
to be placed, but if you want to be on the safe side, be sure and get the first 
premium in advance with the epplication. 


Don't wait until the last week and be disappointed when you find that your 
application did not reach the Home Office in time to be issued for the contest. 


How about that $5,000 or $10,000 policy? Have you written one up to the 
present time? If not, keep on plugging - keep on prespecting = opportunity may 
be right around the cornert™ 


Again, I say - PUSH! PUSH? PUSH! for ORDINARY during the balance of Marche

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TH UAT OF LEPKE 


Master criminal is quietly put out 
of a world that was tired of him 


| eath was a dry, factual anticlimax to the fabulous 
life of Louis (Lepke) Buchalter. At 11:13 on the 
| night of March 4 the Murder Inc. boss entered the 
| Sing Sing execution chamber, glanced nervously at 
| witnesses, sat down without assistance in the electric 
chair. He was dressed in gray trousers and a white 
shirt open at the collar. His face was florid and mot- 
tled, the prominent red nose standing out sharply. 
At 11:14 the first great shock from the electrodes 
' stiffened his body and ended consciousness. Two min- 
| utes later a guard stepped up and ripped his shirt 
open at the chest, scattering the white buttons on 
the square rubber mat beneath the chair. At 11:16 
the attending physician, listening through his steth- 
oscope, pronounced Lepke legally dead. 

Next day Lepke was buried with a modest little 
ceremony in Flushing, L. I. (below). He had died leav- 
ing a rumored $1,600,000 in life insurance, but only a 
hint of the dire revelations which had been expected 
of him. Despite conversations with the New York dis- 

| trict attorney during a two-day reprieve, he had ap- 
parently said nothing sbout those who really mad¢ 
possible his intamous career of extortion and murder. 
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Lepke entered Sing Sing barcheaded on a cold January day following his surrender to New York 


State by the federal authorities. Unless appeals succeed, he goes to chair on March 2 at 11 p. m.

The “Old Granary” burying 
ground, still a Boston landmark, is visible adjacent 
to the church, and in the rear stands the old Tre- 
mont House, which faced the original Parker House 
and with it shared international fame as the finest 
hostelries in the world. “Brimstone Corner’’ was so 
called because brimstone for making gunpowder 
was stored in the church during the War of 1812 and 
the “Old Granary” burying ground derives its name 
from the fact that on its site once stood 
the town granary.

TO THE ALUMNI: 


I wish you could walk around the grounds at Exeter with me one of these 
fall days. I'd like to have you see for yourself how the school is measuring up 
to the challenge of the war. Among other things, you’d find the boys work- 
ing on the grounds, caring for their rooms, and in the dining halls each boy 
taking his turn at waiting on table. Underneath all this you'd find the same 
school. At Exeter we're sticking to the basic studies and, as a preparatory school 
having great responsibility, we are trying to hold to the ideals of liberal educa- 
tion during these critical war years when so many colleges are armed camps. 


We're proud of our alumni in the war. Our records show more than 
twenty-three hundred to be in the services, and we feel sure that there are 
nearer three thousand. Sixty per cent of those we know about (as opposed to 
forty per cent in the last war) are officers, and they include five Generals and 
two Rear Admirals. It would move you—as it does us—to read the mail we 
get from these Exeter men in the services. Their thoughts, turning constantly 
to the school, are set forth in a letter written recently by a younger alumnus: 


“ ,... This year, away from home and family, I feel closer ties 
to my old school. Even though my generation may have felt that 
we have been faced with greater problems than ever before, we real- 
ize that the boys now in Exeter and those to come in the next few 
years will have even greater burdens to carry over much more rocky 
paths with fewer and fewer markers to guide them. For my old 
school, I am resolved to do a bit more year by year.” 


This letter is one of many carrying the same message. We are being 
counted upon to preserve Exeter’s values and traditions so that American boys 
of the future may share the experience which has meant so much to so many. 


As a means of keeping this faith the Christmas Fund is increasingly im- 
portant. Last year fifty-seven grants, ranging from $30.00 to $210.00 each,

Personally, I am abso- 
lutely sure that, if we at Exeter ever achieve the kind of school on which our 
hearts are set, we will owe a great deal of our success to the devotion and in- 
terest of the men who are making the Christmas Fund such a living force in the 


Academy today. 


Every one of us, whether at home or abroad, is doing his utmost to bring 
about the peace that is Christmas. In doing this we shall make room in the 
world for the survival of institutions which mean America. To us the Acad- 
emy is one of those institutions. With your help we shall keep it so. I send 
you my warmest greetings and my best wishes for Christmas and the coming 
year.

Situated as you are in close 
proximity to Britain, divided only 
by an intangible boundary from 


Northern Ireland, where are situ- , 


ated important American bases, 
with continuous traffic to and 
_from both countries, Axis agents 
_enjoy almost unrestricted oppor- 
tunity for bringing military in- 
formation of vital importance 
from Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland into Ireland and from 
there transmitting it by various 
routes and methods to Germany. 
No opportunity corresponding to 
this is open to the United Na- 
tions, for the Axis has no mili- 
tary dispositions which may be 
observed from Ireland.

Terrible Blizzard of 1920

coal in many sections. Many homes 
were without heat, and also food? 
Hough’s Neck was marooned from 
Metropolitan Boston. 

No trains were sent out on the 
New Haven or Boston & Maine for 
almost 24 hours. Hundreds of trains, 
were stalled throughout New Eng- 
land. A Plymouth-bound train was!

Until recent years the position of the Giraffe was as isolated 
as the Prongbuck. They stood by themselves,with no near links to 
onnect them with any other extisting species.But then the Okapi 
as discovered. The giraffe is an example of giantism, Probably no 
living type of elephants has ever produced an animal exceeding 

‘twelve feet. But the male giraffe may be eighteen feet high at the 
‘crown of his head. Yet he has exactly the same number of bones in 
jhis neck as a pigmy shrew,the tiniest of mammals-seven,but such a 
seven. 

| All the Antelope group always fed on the grass and low-growing 
herbage;the giraffe took to feeding from trees.For thousand and 
‘thousands of years he has stretched up to feed in this way,till he 
has grown to what we see. 

Deprive him of his lofty acacia trees and he would find diff- 
iculty/ ‘to drink or eat from the ground he has to stretch his front 
legs far apart to bring his head low. 

But the life suits the giraffe.He has developed a tongue of 
‘tremendous length,and so fine that its tip can enter the hole in a 
latchkey.His upper lip is as nimble a picker of leaves as a spider 
monkey's tail.He has magnificent sight in the watch-tower head;he 
can gallop, thYaugh ungracefully,at more than horse's paces;he can 
kick with greater force than any other animal,lmock a horse over 
with a side-swing of his horned head;and can live for months at a 
time in the desert without water. 

The true relationship of the giraffe to the rest of the living 
animals was revealed early in the present century by the revelation 
to civilization of the Okapi.Fossil remains of some such animal had been 
obtained in Africa and India,but never a living okapi had been seen. 
Pigmies of east central Africa spoke of them;and a piece of skin used 
by a native as a bandolier was found. 

A Dutchman had heard of it and called it a unicorn-like animal. 
Stanley had heard of it,and when Sir Harry Johnston was going out to

The Secretary stated that certain changes had been made in the 
original draft of that portion of the record of the meeting held 
on March 2 which dealt with "Additional Air Service From Boston," 
and pointed out particularly that the last paragraph is as fol- 
lows: 


After extended discussion, it was the consensus that the 
Committee's recommendations were not sufficiently positive or em- 
phatic and that Examiner Wrenn's recommendation contemplated serv- 
ice far short of what it should be, having in mind 


(a) the population, business and general importance of 
Boston and New England, and 


(bo) the authorizations made for similar points in other 
parts of the country. 


There was general agreement that the economic importance of Boston 
and New England warranted through trunk line air service to and 
from western and southern points, and that if the Examiner's report 
were approved, this region would be the victim of unjustified dis- 
crimination. It was, accordingly, VOTED that the Committee's re- 
port be received and placed on file and that the President and 
Chairman of the Committee on Aviation should clearly and sharply 
express the Boston Chamber's dissatisfaction to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board and, furthermore, should take prompt, vigorous and 
sustained action in an earnest endeavor to secure the facilities 
and service that Boston and New England should have in order 
properly to handle present and potential business, both domestic 
and international. 


The record was then approved. 


Activities of Chamber With Respect to Aviation 
Service In and Out of Boston 


The President outlined the recent activities of the Chamber with 
respect to future aviation service in and out of Boston. He 
stated that in accordance with the vote taken at the meeting held 
on March 2 he and the Chairman of the Committee on Aviation had 
sent vigorous communications to members of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and to local members of the Congressional delegation. He 
said that accounts of these arguments and comments had appeared 
in the press. He stated also that the Secretary of the Chamber's 
Committee on Aviation was attending the hearings before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board starting on March 2’.
